From the Ediror’s Epiftle to the Reader, his Note onthe 
Hiftory, and the Beginning thereof itfelt, welearn, That this 
Succelfion of the Briti/> Princes was the Work of Carodoc of 
Lencarvan, from the Reign of Cadwalader, the laft Britifh 
Monarch, over the whole I/land, (who fled into Armorica, 
or Bretagne, Anno 6380, and died at Rome eight Years after, 
with whofe Departure to that Part of France, and a Litt 
of the Briti/b Kings ruling there, this Hiftory begins) down 
ro fome Years of Owen Gwyxerh’s Reign over that Part of 
she Ifland, now calied Wales, thar isto the Year 11457, of 
the 3d of Henry IL. King of Engiand, as may be f{een, p. 
206. The Continuation which follows for 112 Years, 
from that time, was yearly regiiter’d in the Abbeys of Con- 
way and Stratflur, down to the Year 1270 ; or the ¢4th of 
our Henry lil. which was a little before the Death of the 
lait Lhewelyx ; and here ends this Briti/b Chronicle; as ap- 
pears p. 327. Many Copies remained of it, at rhis time, in 

‘ales ; moit of them 200 Years old; and one of. them 
coming to the hands ot Mr. Humphrey Lhoyd, a learned 
and skillful Antiquary, he tranflated it into clear fmoorh 
Engli{b, and continued it chiefly out of Matt. Paris, and 
Nicholas Trivet, tothe Slaughter of the faid Prince Lhew- 
elyn, the laft ot Briti/> Blood who had the Dominion of 
Wales, in 12825 or the tenth of our Edward [. that is, to 
page 375 of this Volume. But before this Tranflation and 
Continuation were thoroughly polifhed by the faid H. Lhoyd, 
he was taken away by Death, in the Flower of his Time. 
Yer the Copy of his Labour being procured, and preferved 
by Sir Henry Sidney, Lord Preiident of Wales, he prefer’d 
our Editor, Dr. Powe/, to rhe Care of its Publication ; who, 


procuring all the printed Hiftories which treated of = 
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and the Ufe of all Fob Stow’s MS. Hiftories, and man 
Books of Briti/b Pedegrees from the Lord Burghley, wih 
his Authority for fearching all the Records; did not only 
correct the faid Tranflation, but put marginal References 
init to thofe Hiftorians who treated of the particular 
Faéts, and additional Nores, likewife throughout of Matters 
relating to Wales in thofe Hiftorians, unmentioned in. his 
Copy ; alfo interfperfed the fame with many authentic In- 
ftruments, Records and Pedigrees ; and laftly made a fur- 
ther Continuation Of the Princes of tong fl the Blood 
Royal of England, and the Lords Prefident, down to his 
own Time ; the whole ending with the aforefaid Sir Henry 
Sidney at page 401. So that Authors have been too indi-. 
ftinét, when they have quoted every Part of this Book un- 
der one Name.

this Day, or at leaft underfteod by all who know the WelB.-, 
Tongue. Then he difcourfes of the Three Remnants of rhe. 
Britains, in Wales,’ Corwal, and little Britain, or Bree« 
tagne in France. The Bounds’of Wales, and the Divi 
thereof, into Three Territories, that is, North-Wales, South- «; 
Wales, and Powys-Land; fubdivided .inio their feverab ;

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Candreds, and Comots, and all exprefs'd in.their old Briti/h 
Names. 

Thus we come to the Hiftory, which has a little wooden 
Print at the Head of every Chapter or Prince’s Reign, 
more for Ornament, we prefume, than real Refemblance ; 
becaufe they are difcontinued at the Englijh Princes of 
Wales, of whom fome true Reprefentation was more likely 
to be recovered. The Hiltory is too fhort to be made 
fhorter, by any thing that looks like an Epitomy ; befide 
it cannot prudently be defired, we fhould be fo long pe ate 
from the Defcription of other Books, as to give an Abftract 
of every Prince's Reign in this. It may be therefore fufh- 
cient, that we here draw out a Tadle of their Names, with 
a Chronology of their Deaths, and the Names of thote 
Princes, who were their Coxtemporaries in England, which 
will be of general Ufe in Reading any other Piece of Weljh

Howell. | 
The Editor, in his Dedication’ to Philip Lord Vifcount 
Lifle, gives this Account of‘ the Author ; “ Among other 
«¢ Parts of Indultry, which were known to’ be in that worthy 
Knight, one was, to couch in’ Writing dnd keep an’ ex- 
act Diary of what things had paffed in his Province, as 
Mafter of the Ceremonies.” And he obferves, that No- 
“ thing is taken here upon Truft, but all upon the Author’s 
own Knowledge, being ftill upon the’ Place himfelf, and

* We may further add, The Author was, by King Fames I. as 
bout the Middle of his' Reign,made A ffiftant to Sir Lewis A 
Ma/ter of the Ceremonies, in which Service he acquitted himfelf 
with great Honour and Fidelity : Whereupon King Char/es, after 
his Father’s Death, not only continued him in his Place, but gave 
him a reverfionary Grant of the Office of Ma/fer of the Ceremo= 
nies ; which came to: his Poffeflion by thé Death of Sir’ Leafs, 
1oth of March 1626. During his whole “Service, he applied 
himiclf with great Affiduity sretiring only when Occafion’ would

As to his Method; that which he formerly prefcribed

Syws frequent in this County. Remarkable Rainbows, as, 
of the Moon, and Ha/o’s ot the Sun. Strange Effects of 
Thunder and Lightning , with an elaborate Digretfion upon 
Fairy Circles; which tho’ he indulges fo far the Accounts 
of Remigius and others, who impute the fame to Wizards 
and Witches, as to recite them ; yet, at laft, more pro- 
bably imputesthem to Lightning. Then we come to his Re- 
marks on Animals, efpecially on the mortal Effects of Than- 
der upon Crevices and Lobfters. Severai ftrange Meteors. 
Noifes in the Air. Extraordinary Hai/ Storms, and prodis 
gious Showers, particularly of Frogs, Maggots, cc. Prog. 
nofticks of Showers and Winds ; of the Tornado Wind; and 
uncommon Echoes; which, with an Experiment upon 
Sounds, and fome fhort Obferyations onthe Comet in 1681, 
ends this Chapter. &: 

Chap. II. Of the Waters. This is intraduced with a 
Difcourfe of nine Pages upon the Effed?s of Air on. humaa 

ies. And, among many other Obvervations, fome oa 
Jnétion and Painting of the Body, to prevent the Depre- 
dations thereof, from Reger Bacon. The Choice of healthy 
Sitwations, with many Examples; which brings him to the 
Confideration of Waters, by which the Air 1s fo much af- 
fected. Several Remarks on the pure Streams and Waters 
of common U/e in this County, and particularly the refrefh- 
ing Pool of Madely, mentioned by Gervafe of Tilbury. In- 
ftances of Healgh in the Moorlands, from the Age of cwelve 
Tenants who made up 1ooo Years, and four, who made 
260 Years. Then tpeaks of the more uzu/ual Waters ; theif 
Difcolourations, Prognoftications of Rain and Dearth, 
: Noifinefs, 
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Nolfinefs, Inconftancy of Flowing, and Intermiffions; in 
Examples from Hebbes and Corton, Alex. Neckbam, Will. of 
Newberry, Sylvefter the Poet, ec. Here we have a Di- 
greffion upon the Queftion, Whether Springs are fupplyd 
from the Rains, Gc. or from the Sea. Obfervations on the 
Quantity of Water thrown out by perennial Springs. Sir 
Chr. Wren’s Invention of the Rain-Bucket, to meaiure the 
Quantity that falls. Computations of wharthe greateft Ri- 
vers throw forth in an Hour, Day, Year. The many Exe - 
amples favouring the Origin or Supply of Springs from 
{ubtertaneous Communications. Then proceeds to the 
Rivers and Fountains of this Comnty, which have yielded any 
unufual Remarks; fome running under ground, and rifing 
again; fome throwing up little Bones; foe never freez- 
ing ; fome warmett,in the coldeft Weather ; fome falt, as the 
Brine-Pits, with the manner of Salt-work ; fome again are 
Vitrioline ; fome Petrifying, and fome Su/phareous. Here’ 
we are led to the Medicinal Waters; among thefe, fuch as 
are of a milky Nature, and others aluminous. Some of Re- 
pute for curing the King’s-Evil ; fome good for the Eyes; 
and fome of noxious Quality, asthe Coal-pit Waters which 
kill the Fith of thofe Rivers into which they fall. 

Chap. III. Of the Earths. This begins with the Situa- 
tion of the County, Nature, and Fertiliry of the Soil. K. 
James his faying of it for the Firmnefs of the Highways. A 
Remark upon fome Paftures, which tinged the Teeth of 
Cattle, of a Golden Colour ; and upon others, which 
changed the Colour of their Hides, A Pitthat never held 
any Water when it filled all others. Deductions from Res 
marks upon fome Buildings, tending to prove the Earth 
will be quite /eve/. Of Earths that vegetate or beet ; 
and Floating Iflands. Olgsyefing their moorifhy Grounds, 
and the rotren Shining Earth. Ritte we have many curious 
Inftances of luciferous. Bodies, animate, and inanimate: 
Their different Kinds of Earths and Clays; and how the 
Potters work the fame. Of their Earths.ufed by Painters 
in Colours, Sulpburs, Bitumen, and Pit-Coal, with the Ex- 
tent of its Mines. Remarks on their Damps, and firing of 
Mines : Of Earthquakes there, thought to be caufed there- 
yF Signs for finding of Coal : ‘Of working it, and keeping 
it dry. 

Chap. IV. Of Stones. The Caufes of their Production; 
Qbfervations on Salt in Stones, and fuch as.beft endure the 
Fire. Of Limeftone, and rere ; and the Bi/bops Stones 
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near Weeford, why fo called. Then we come to the Irog 
Ore, with the melting and working it; alfo the Copper 
Ores, and their Works; then to the Lead Ores, where we 
have an Account of a Leaden Coffin that fwam in nine In- 
ches Water, with the bydroftatical Reafon for it. Hence 
we come to the Qwarries and their Stones for Building, 
Grinding, and the Mills; with an Experiment giving rea- 
fon to beiieve the Leadftone is to be found at Rowley Re- 
gis. Next of the Rocks, Cliffs, and Caves, which have 
any thing remarkable ; their Alabafter, and the kind of 
Marble, whereof their Chimney-pieces, Tombftones, Emery, 
&e. are made. Alfo of their Crowflone , and tranfparent 
Pebbles. 

Chap. V. Of Formed Stones. And firft of thofe refembling 
heavenly Bodies, as the Selénites or Moon-ftones, more ta- 
tionally called Lapis Specularis, found in this County; and 
the Ajferia, or Star-Stones, of different kind from any yet 
defcribed, whofe unaccountable Quality of moving towards 
one another in Vinegar is here obferved to have been known 
400 Years fince, by the learned Roger Bacon. He fpeaks 
next of the Thunder Stones, as they are commonly called, 
found in thofe Parts, and others reprefenting the Parts of 
Birds; Cryftalline Stones; a kind of Honeycomb Stones, 
full of fweetifh Liquor; many Srones refembling Sea Fifbes, 
efpecially of the teffaceows Kind. Of Goldand Silver grow- 
ing like Trees, and other Ores alfo, into odd Figures. 
Srones alfo form’d like particular Vegetables, as the Fus- 
gitess likewife Mineral Corals, like Stumps of Trees, and 
the Vertebre of Fifhes; like Fruits and the Stones of them; 
Animals and their feveral Parts; Buttons, Barrels, Saddles, 
andfome Plants found with Rings of Stone, Iron, and Cop- 
per naturally growing about them. 

Chap. VI. Of Plawts. Among which, none fo remarkable 
for refembling certain Parts of the human Body, as the 
Fungus Phalloides, or Phallus Hollandicus of Hadr. Junius. 
After feveral uncommon Obfervations among the berba- 
ccons Kird, he advances to fome undefcribed Shrubs; a8 
the White-Berried Elder,, Standard Homey-Suckles, and Ivy. 
A Vine changing its Fruit from Red to White, St. Bertram’s 
Aj, with a narrower Leaf than ufual, a yellow-leav'd 
Yew Tree, ablood-fpotted Birch, yellow-leav’d Thorn ; and 
among the Trees unnoted to be of Englifh Growth, the 
Sorbus Pyriformis, and one kind of Firr: And among the 
Accidents of Trees, fome of extraordinary fpeedy oe 
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Oaks of vatt Bulk and extenfive Shade; more particularly Sir 
Harvey Bagot’s Witch-Elm, growing at Field, within Me- 
mory 5 Which was 120 Foot onB 17 Yards round at the’ 
Bottom, had 14 Load of Fire-Wood broke off in the Fall, 
47 Load more of Fire-Wood cut from the Top, 8000 rye 
of Plank, 80 Pair of Naves,ée. in fhort computed to contain 
96 Tons of Timber, after their Country way of reckoning 5 
but, according to our Author, at lealt 100 Ton of neat 
Timber. With this is mentioned, as what might equal it 
in Height, the Oak which yielded a Plank above 25 Yards 
long, and near one’ Yard broad, of whith was made the 
Table at Dudley Caftle. From this'we ate led to the tall 
Firrs at Norbury, one of which was 47 Yards high; and 
thence, to what is obfervable in’ the Roots of Trees, as 
their embracing and lifting up great Stones; Trees of dif- 
ferent Species uniting at the Roots, or, in the Trunks, and 
fome Trees growing out of the Bodies and Heads of others ; 
but above all, thofe found buried under Ground in ‘all 
Countries, are reckoned moft unaccountable. Here we 
havean elaborate Differration upon thofe /ubterraneous Trees, 
by fome call’d Mofs-wood, with the Caufe of Moffes, fink- 
ing of Hills, and raifing of Valleys. Hence we pafsto the in- 
ternal Notice of what was;moft uncommon in Trees ; as the 
Cylindraceous Cavities in an old Crab Tree here deferibed, 
with the Caufe; leading usto the ftrange Difcovery of Ani- 
mals in the Bodies of Trees, as Fie/d Mice, which are fue. 
perftitioufly pegg’d up by the Country'People here, to make 
Nurfrow Trees, as they call them, tocure Swellings in their 
Cattle; and other Inftances of their Superftition, in the, 
Wood of the Quicken Tree, for walking Staves. Here end-" 
ing his Remarks on Whole Trees, and their Trusks, with 
an Obfervation, that the Timber’ of this County is gene- 
_ large and good, particularly the Woods in the Park, of 
John Offley, Efq; whereof 1009 Trees might be, chofen, 
worth 8000 Pounds, and of thefe roo worth 1500 Pourds;: 
he proceeds to unufual Accidents in the Branches, Fruits, 
and Leaves of Trees; upon which laft he accounts for 
the Excrefcences by Infects, and the Variegations or Striping 
in Hollys, Maples, Afbes, and Oaks he met with. fF 
thence paffesto Frit Trees, as the large [preading Apple: 
Tree at Leigh, having borne $0 Strike « Popics 
Pear Trees bloffoming at Chriftmas; another that blofi 4, 
and bore twice'a Year. The Orgnge and Leman growing 
on one Tree, and in one Fruit’; the Quantity of er 
that 
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that might be made in one Parifh; large Cherry Gardens) 
and great Variety of Fruits in the Gardens of Rowland Oke: 
ever, Efg; as 60 Sorts of Apples, 35 Sorts of Apricots; 
and other Plums, @¢. with which Enumeration this Chap- 
ter ends. | 

Chap. VII. Of Brutes. Under which is comprehended 
Birds, Infedts, Fifbes, Reptiles and Quadrupeds, and of thefe 
only fuch as are undefcribed by others, unnoted by Wil- 
lughby and Ray to be indagine of this County, or have had 
extraordinary Accidents attending them. And firft he be- 
eo with Birds ; among thefe he reckons a kind of Goofe- 
egg'd Swans, and the black-bill’d Goofe, with a Voice like 4 
Bittern ; an undefcribed Loom or Ducker, crefted, horned; 
and bearded; the Eag/e, the Shriek, Heathcock, or Black 
Game, Gorcock, or Red Game, the Martlet, Ground Mar- 
tin, Brambling, Grofs-beak, Heron, and great Leon: but 
moft remarkable is his Hiftory of the Peqwiéts, and their 
breeding only upon the Eftace of Sir Charles Skrym/ber, at 
the old Pewit-Pool in the Parifh of Norbury, ok Shebben- 
Pool in the Parifh of High-Offley; where they encreafed in 
fuch abundance, that 50 Dozen has been taken at a Dri- 
ving ; which, at five Shillings a Dozen, the ancient Price, 
comes totwelve Pounds ten Shillings; but fome Years the 


Profit of them has amounted to fifty or threefcore Pounds: 
and we have here a Reprefentation, in Sculpture, of Shebben- 
Pool, with the manner of driving and taking thefe Birds. 
Next he obferves what has been extraordinary in the Co- 
lours, Limbs, Eggs, and Time of Production among Birds 3 
as Popinjays, Crows, and Sparrows that were white ; Crofs- 
bill’d Ravens ; a ert Se Pewit, and three-legg’d Goofe; 


with the Opinions of Fabricius and Dr. Harvey, that fuch 
Deformities arife from double yolked Eggs, &c. Next we 
have Obfervations upon white yolked Eggs, and Eggs all 
Yolk. Of Hens and Ducks, that laid at the rate of three 
Eggs a Day, and of Birds hatching in the Winter. Then 
we come to flying Infects, as the winged Glow-worm, or 
Lasthorn-Fly ; the white Ear-wigg. Of viviparous Infects, 
Spiders, and their Webs, with fome aquatic Tnfedts, unde-; 
cribed ; which leads to aig and his Account of the 
Barbot or Bird-bolt, not re, or not well defcribed. Of 
Fifhes found in unufual Places. Of the uncommon 
Nature of Ee/s, that they are viviparous, travel from one 
Water to another, and the Account of their equivocal Ge- 
neration. How various the Food or Prey of Fithes; how, 
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voracious fome of them, @ad others reftor’d to their Element 
after they had been {wallowed up. The unufual Magnitude 
of Fifhes, particularly a Carp weighing 15 Pounds, with 
Scales as broad as a Half-Crown: Facks a Yard and half 
long. Thus pafling from the Water to the Land Animals, 
he begins with the Toad, and how ftrangely fome have 
been found excluded from both Elements in the midft of 
iolid Blocks of Stone, and in the Bodies of found Trees, 
Then we havean Account of an undefcribed Land Lizerd, 
a {trange toothed Rabbit, uncommon Accidents ina Hare, 
and other Animals breeding their Young ; and an odd Mix- 
ture in the Breed of Dogs. Of large Boars; the Reafon 
difcufs'd why Cafration prevents Horns in fome Animals, 
and enlarges them in others. Of uncommon Accidents in 
Sheep, Deer, Cows, Oxen, Horfes, as to Heading, 
Breeding, Superfoetation, ¢>e. Of Hair Balls found in the 
Stomachs of {uchAnimals 5 and Shining Tallow : Concludin 
with a Defcription of the true Hippomanes, or Foreh 
Fiefh of anew foaled Colt, fo famous among the Ancients 
in Philtres or Love-Potions ; and an Account of the Jaw- 
bone of an Elephant, found in this County.

Some who had all the Signs of Pregwancy, without being 
with Child; athers having a Child without the Signs. Of 
Children born with Teeth. Monftrous and imperfect 
Births. Of the Perfons born in this County, who were e- 
minent Churchmen, Lawyers, and Authors, or for their 
Valour by Land and Sea, and for mumerous Offiprings. Re- 
markable Cuftoms relating to Births, as Borow-Englifh, or 
Defcent of Lends tothe Youngeft before the Eldeft born, 
with the Reafon prefumed to be, that where this Cuftoth 
remains, the Places were anciently liable co the Priv 
granted alfo in Scotland, by King Evenus or Eugenins, 
to the Lords of Mannors, that they fhould have the firft 
Night’s Lodging with their Tenants Brides; fo that e 
Sons being {uppofed all Baftards, and of the Lard’s - 
ting, they fettled their Lands onthe Youngeft, as more 
to be their own: But how common this Cuftom was 
over England, may be {een by the Tax afterwards 
inftead thereof, called Dlarcheta Mulierum, in Braéfon. 
Nor was the Privilege of Lotherwits or Lierwit, expounded 
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in Pleta, to import the fame as Mula Adulteriorum,' and 
yemaining here to this day, much lef§ lewd or immoral, 
being a Liberry of r2king a Compenfation for Baftards, gor 
or born in the Lordthip, nay alto out of the Lordthip for 
sf. ros. 114. paid co the Lords ; and further, here was 
an Oak in Kwoll-Wood, which had fuch a fuperior Privilege 
of Fornication, thavit a Battard was {worn to be begot under 
its Shade, neither che B /bop nor Lords of the Mannor them- 
felves could take any Cogurzance of it. After thefe Births, 
we have fome Remarks upon Chriffnings, or Chriftian 
Names, how they ran much upon Ra/phand Walter, from 
two famous Earls who lived in che County; and how fome 
Families chriltned their eldeft Sons of the fame Name for 
many Generations. Having done with the Births of In- 
fants, he proceeds to remarkable Paflages in Childhood and 
Youth, as the Impottures of William Perry, the Boy of Bil- 
fon, who counterteired himfelf bewitched or poffeffed ; 
whereof there is a Pamphlet printed in 1622. And this 
Story brings in orher Inttances of imitating Sounds and 
Motions, whereot the involuntary Imitations of Donald 
Monro, are molt ftrange. Next we advance to uncom- 
mon Accidents and Qualities in adult Perfons, and firft of 
Women. Some who yielded great Quantitiesof Mi/k, and 
the medicinal Virtues of Women’s Milk. One who /flept 
14 Days and: Nights; and another 7 Days. A Man who 
fafted 14 Days; and another in Scotland 30 or 40 Days to- 
ether. And here is a Copy from a Record in the Tower, 
of a Pardow granted 31 Edward III. to Cicely de Rygeway 
(who was condemned at Nottingham, for killing her Hul- 
band) becaute fhe had fatted forty Days wirhout Meat or 
Drink, @e. Of deaf Perfons underftanding People by the 
Motion of their Lips. Ofa Lady who had a Pin fqueezed 
out of her Arm, which fhe never could account tor, yet 
parallel'd with like Inftances. Ofttrange Deliverances from 
Marder and Hanging ; particularly of Fudith de Bal/bam, 
who having been hang’d from nine a-Clock on Monday 
Morning, rill Sun-rifing on Tue/day, according to the Sen- 
tence paifed, yet lived after it, and had a Pardon thereupon 
granted, 48th Hem. II[. which is here recited. And of a 
Swifi, who was hanged 13 times, yet could not by that 
kind of Execucion be put to death. Next we come to 
Men eminent for their extraordinary Strength, exceffive 
Stature, and Pious Works; others who had their want of 
Sight wonderfully fupply’d by the Perfection of ws

Women; and other uncommon Diitempers: : Of Meh 
that’ never /pit. The. ftrange Force of Cuftom in fome’

Sledge for Smiths. Improved, Barrels for Drink ; in Cookery 
ported Otters tafting. like Venifon ; and to punifh Mifde- 
meanors, a Pair of Fisiger-Stocks. ,,Laftly, dome odd kiad 
of Pictures upon. an indented Board, which beheld directly, 
appear confufed, but obliquely, the Pictures of a King and 
Queen: alfo fome curious Cur-wark, in Paper, with Scif- 
firs, of Col. J. Lane’s Tomb, Trophies, Infcription, ee.

Chap. X. Of Aatiquities. And thefe, not fo. much of 
Perfons or Actions, as of Things ; fuch as are remote from 
the prefent Age, whether found under Ground, or whereof 
there yet remain any Foouteps above it; as ancient Me- 
dals, Ways, Lows, Pavements, Urns, Monuments of Stone, 
Fortifications, &c. whether of the ancient Britains, Ro- 
mans, Saxons, Danes, or Normans, Beginning with the Au- 
thor’s Reafons, why the original Inhabitants of this County 
might be Icewi, and the notable Remains of fome ancient 
Britifh City near Wrottefley, of great Extant, being about 
three or four Miles rounds, with fome Ruins of Fortifi- 
cations prefumed alfa to be theirs. Of their Arrow Heads 
made of Flizts, tound here. Other Antiquities alfoof Bris 
tifh Origin 5 and particularly the Place where Litchfield now 
is, fo called from the dead Bodies of St. Ampbabale’s Come 
panions, who were martyr’d there. Of Roman Antiqui- 
ties, the mott confiderable in thefe Parts are, their pubtick 
\i’ays; which here, with fome other of their Antiquities alfo, 
are copioufly treated of. The Saxon and Dani/b Antiqui- 
ues are {till more largely difcufs’d, in relation to the builds 
ing or deftroying ot feveral Towns, Fortifications, @e. in 
the County. Here fpeaking of the ot and Utenfils of 
the Danes, which obrained among thefe Peoples we have a 
large Account and Sculpture of the Staffard/bire Cloggs, or 
lictle fquare Logs of Wood, which by the Notches and 
Incifions upon them, fupplied the Ufe of Almanacks , with, 
many Remarks upon the Symbols thereon, and the Com- 
putations relating thereto ; ending, as to this Dani/h Part, 
with the Account of the famons Lady Gediva, who rode, 
through Covemsry naked, ro obtain many Privileges; for. 
the Inhabitanrs, of her Husband Leofric, Earl of Mercia ; 
the dying at bis Village of 5 tes in this County, ‘an 
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tne to Kayrhrom, tho’ buried at Coventry. To thefe are 
‘added, fome old Cuftoms, whofe Originals being obfcure, 
eMi¢he Commence as highas thofe Times: fuch as the Ser- 
‘vice of the Lord ot Bifirgton to the Lord of Hilton, round 
‘whole Mall-Fire, he was to drive. #'Goofe evéry New- 
Year’s- Day three times, &c. while Fatk of Hilton, awhim- 
‘fical kind of o/ipi/e,' being a little brazen [mage, in an im: 
“pudent Pofture, filled with Warer, is bldwing the Coals. 
Their merry Cuftom of the Hobbey-Hor/e Dance, &c. at 
Abbots Bromley had a good ufeful End in it 3 but the Cut 
tom at Txtbury forthe King of the Minftre//s to arreft all 
the Muicians in the faid Franchife, who refufed to do the 
yearly Serviees, according to the Charter of Zohn of Gaunt, 
for which they hada Bull, given by the Prior of Tutbury, 
amid't all the Harmony thereof, feems to have been at 
tendéd with much Difcord, which produced an Alteracion 
according to the modern Ceremonies uled in tiefe theit 
mufical Meetings, which yet are not void of Tumuit and 
Mifchief, That other Cuftom at Tutbury, of finding a 
Flitch of Bacon for every married Man; who took the Oath 
a Year and a Day after his Marriage, That he had nevet 
wifhed to change his Wife, but would have taken her bes 
fore all other Women had the been fingle; whereby Sir 
Philip de Somervile held Whichnovre, and other Manors} 
had a good Encouragement in it to the making of mature 
Eleétions, and being contented with thofe they made; and 
Was parallel’d by that Cultom alfo inftitu-ed at the Priory of 
Danmow in Fffex, by the Lord Rotert Fitzwalter, temp. 
Hen. Iil. which Ceremony is alfo here recited, from the 
Hiftory of thar Baron, printed 1616. Then follows an Ac- 
count of fome other Antiquities, as the Donation of Heyley 
Caltle to Hen. de Aldithlez, and the Advowlon of Penck- 
ridge Church to the Archbifhops of Dubiin, by King Jobn3 
Which, withthe foundng of fomeother old Structures, alfo 
the Account of an Encrenchment, anciently the Seat of the 
Cockains, a monumental Stone in Memory of the Death of 
James Lord Ardley, and the mention of a few more emi- 
nent Perfons, omitted in their proper Place, concludes this 
elaborate and curious Hiftory of S:afford/bire ; and how 
grateful foever our Author's Acknowledgments throughout 
the fame appear, for his Encouragement therein, he yet ends
